tained by the county to prepare 
the project, is expected to leave 
for the capital tomorrow. 

The switch to new channels of 
federal financing has been under 
consideration by the board for 
some time, according to Mr. 
Mitchell and Supervisor Jerome. It 
was through the board of army 
engineers that Los Angeles ob¬ 
tained federal aid for its flood con¬ 
trol project and this method of 
procedure has many advantages, 
the supervisors pointed out. 

Suport and cooperation of Frank 
Y. McLaughlin, head of the Works 
Progress administration in Cali¬ 
fornia, was promised Orange coun¬ 
ty, according to Chairman Mitchel, 
during a conference in San Fran- 
sicso Monday. 

Support Pledged 

Mr. McLaughlin pledged his per¬ 
sonal suport on the basis that 
Orange county's participation in 
the state relief program with the 
flood control program would help 
to carry California’s entire relief 
load and, at the same time, pro¬ 
vide a project with a constructive 
value to the community and add 
to the credit of the entire federal 
program. 

He took into consideration that 
the Orange county flood control 
program is really made up of 11 
projects so distributed as to give 
the opportunity of placing many 
men at work in various sections 
of the county and is close enough 
to the Los Angeles metropolitan 
center to help the labor situation 
there. 

Another feature that helped to 
influence Mr. McLaughlin and 
gain his support was the fact that 
the project will not only effect the 
direct relief situation but will be 
reflected in the employment of 
many Southern California indus¬ 
tries. Practically all material to 
be used in the project, if ap¬ 
proved, is fabricated in Southern 
California, resulting in an increase 
in industrial employment. Mr. 
McLaughlin pointed out that be¬ 
cause of this the money expended 
for the project will go approxi¬ 
mately 90 per cent for labor. 

Advantages In Project 

If and when the project is ap¬ 
proved by the army engineering 
hoard it will be forwarded to the 
federal allotment board for the 
allocation of the direct grant re¬ 
quested. As soon as the program 
lias reached the point that such 
action is justifiable, Mr. Kampke 
will inform the supervisors and 
the bond election will be called.

Orange county's tax rate this 
year will be lower, but more 
actual rash will be raised than 
last year, it was learned today 
from members of the board of 
supervisors. 

Preliminary budget requests 
have been submitted to the board 
by the county auditor, and from 
these figures the hoard of super¬ 
visors will establish a tentative 
budget within a short time 

Chairman John C. Mitchell of 
the board said today that while 
nothing definite as to the amount 
of money to be raised this year 
is known, it is almost certain that

The former senator had been 
in retirement, writing his memoirs 
and spending his winters at San¬ 
ta Barbara. Cal., since he left the 
senate in 1931. 

Wintered in California 

He divided his time between his 
family home at Westfield, Mass., 
where he spent his summers, and 
his winter home in California. He 
stopped a few weeks each year 
in Washington, where he main¬ 
tained a residence. 

In 1919 he succeeded the late 
Champ Clark as speaker of the 
house, where he had served since 
1893. 

After six years as speaker, he 
entered the Massachusetts sena¬ 
torial fight and defeated Senator 
David I. Walsh, who was seeking 
re-election. He retired after six 
years in the senate.

rural rehabilitation program this 
year." 

Iowa farm relief authorities said 
3578 rural families were receiving 
drought aid on March 1. 1935, but 
the number had been reduced to 
1619 late in July. 

North Dakota, heavily hit by 
drought last year, had 32,102 
farmers on relief, but the number 
has been reduced to 22,337. Of 
these, many "are receiving only 
partial aid," FERA Statistician F. 
C. Hauser, said. 

Weat Has Increases 

In the West, Utah and Nevada 
reported increases in relief cases 
this year. C. O. Stott, Utah re¬ 
settlement chief, said "effects of 
the drought, still are being felt in 
the state," and a Nevada relief 
headquarters statement asserted 
"Farmers . . . have had too short 
a time to become self-supporting 
or better their crop conditions." 

Better crop and water condi¬ 
tions reduced Arizona's rural re¬ 
lief load from 3200 to 2500 fam¬ 
ilies. 

Idaho reported 5100 families on 
relief. Of 465 helped through re¬ 
habilitation channels in the past 
year "less than 10 per cent haw 
had any government aid since 
being loaned money." 

California, without accurate 
figures on the number of relief, 
reports 150 families taken off in 
six weeks and a “going rate of 
100 additional weekly in the imme¬ 
diate future through resettle¬ 
ment."

sentatives of Great Britain and 
France must endeavor, by the 
recommendation of the council, 
to negotiate with both Italy and 
Ethiopia in an effort to find a 
basis for the resumption of the 
arbitration and conciliation pro¬ 
ceedings which were suspended 
several weeks ago. 

Anthony Eden, the British min¬ 
ister for League of Nations af¬ 
fairs, agreed to Aloisi's position 
for a temporary restriction of the 
league's discussion, to arbitration, 
on the condition, however, that 
this would be merely a temporary 
measure and would not prejudice 
the right of the council to discuss 
other questions. 

Only Temporary 
Maxim Litvinoff, Russian foreign 
commissar and president of the 
council, agreed with Eden that the 
limitation of the discussion was 
merely a temporary .discussion. 

Aloisi declared it was essential, 
first of all. that a full light be 
thrown upon the Ualual incident 
of last December in which both 
Italians and Ethiopians were slain. 

“Nothing can usefully be done 
until that incident is cleared up," 
said the Italian, adding that the 
council could not go outside this 
phase of the problem. 

Eden and Premier Laval of 
France were asked to negotiate 
with Italy and Ethiopia because 
they represent the powers most 
directly interested in settlement of 
the conflict and are parties, with 
Italy, to the three-power agree¬ 
ment of 1906 by which Ethiopia’s 
independence was guaranteed. 

Make No Progress 
The private session brought no 
tangible progress toward solving 
the difficulties of Italy and Ethi¬ 
opia. 

Prof. Gaston Jeze. a Frenchman 
but representative of Ethiopia, 
told the council the arbitration be¬ 
tween the two nations had broken 
down and "there seems no hope of 
its succeeding.” 


SACRAMENTO, July 31 iTPi— 
The parade of political sub-di¬ 
visions before the state board of 
equalization in search of approval 
of budget increases for 1935-36 ex¬ 
ceeding the proposed limitation of 
5 per cent annually brought de¬ 
cisions today on more than a score 
of requests. 

The action of the board was 
only tentative pending the effec¬ 
tiveness of the act passed by the 
1935 legislature. It will not be¬ 
come operative until Sept. 15. The 
law passed by the 1933 legislature 
expired June 30. 

The largest increase approved 
was $50,000 above the limitation 
for San Mateo county so that it 
might construct an agricultural 
pavilion. The budget will total 
$1,017,620, the board refusing to 
approve further increases of near¬ 
ly $86,000. 

Likewise an increase of $62,998 
beyond the limitation sought for 
the Bakersfield city elementary 
school district, which would bring 
a proposed budget to $541,871, was 
taken under advisement. The funds 
would be expended for additional 
space needed to meet an increased 
enrollment. ,

Governor Merriam ended his ad¬ 
dress by stressing the need for 
men and women of high character. 
He referred to the city hall as a 
remarkable achievement, but 
pointed out that the physical 
things are useless without men 
and women of the proper type to 
make use of them. 

“If men are good, the govern¬ 
ment cannot be bad,” the gov¬ 
ernor said with feeling.

For general recreation purposes, 
nearly *1.500.000 will be used, 
while *161,239 will be spent for 
armories. Other projects approved 
include *70,455 for stadiums, *57,- 
957 for gymnasiums and *32,797 
for tennis courts.

Plans fo U. S. 


WASHINGTON, July 31. (JPl— 
A report from Gov. Herbert Leh¬ 
man of New York on a crowd's 
action in ripping the Nazi flag 
from the liner Bremen was 
awaited today by the state de¬ 
partment. The department has 
received from Germany a demand 
that the demonstrators be pun¬ 
ished. 

The note of protest from the 
German embassy, which did not 
ask for an apology from the 
United States government, was 
relayed to the New York governor. 
He was asked to report the facts 
as quickly as possible. 

LaGuardia to Act 

Meanwhile Mayor F. H. La¬ 
Guardia said he would see to it 
that those involved in the incident 
of last Saturday would be prose¬ 
cuted. He criticized the officers 
of the Bremen, however, on the 
ground they did not coonerate in 
advance with the New York po¬ 
lice. 

The note of protest, delivered 
by Dr. Rudolf Leiner, German 
charge d’affaires, held that the in¬ 
cident was a serious insult to the 
German national emblem. The 
text of the note was not made 
public. 

Tells Regret 

An informal and verbal expres¬ 
sion of regret came from Wilbur 
J. Carr, acting secretary at the 
time of the incident. 

Acting Secretary Phillips, in 
answer to a communication from 
leading Jewish organizations, said 
yesterday that Americans consid¬ 
ered religious freedom and liberty 
of conscience “the most funda¬ 
mental principles of our civiliza¬ 
tion and political faith.” 

Soon after the receipt of the 
German note was made known 
yesterday there were reactions on 
Capitol hill. Representative Dick- 
stein (D., N. Y.) said he would 
bitterly oppose “any apology for 
the New York incident, and Sen¬ 
ator King (D., Utah), who is seek¬ 
ing an inquiry into Nazi activi¬ 
ties, said: “Let Germany apol¬ 
ogize for the way she has treated 
our citizens and claimants.”

The assemblyman went to Sac¬ 
ramento today to further the 
movement for a branch office 
here and to look into county fair 
matters. He said he felt confi¬ 
dent that under the chairmanship 
of Mr. Collins Santa Ana will get 
the branch office. 

An income tax office already is 
assured for Santa Ana and a 
movement is under way also to 
secure a branch office for motor 
vehicle registration. 

Mr. Collins was returned to the 
chairmanship of the state board 
of equalization yesterday when 
Mr. Riley was away. Mr. Riley, 
Orfa Jean Shontz of Los Ange¬ 
les and John Corbett of San Fran¬ 
cisco, had been dominating the 
board. Miss Shontz yesterday de¬ 
serted her compatriots and voted 
on the other side, bringing Mr. 
Collins back into power.

LAYING CORNERSTONES 

T HOSE who stood in the street yesterday and witnessed 
the cornerstone ceremonial at the new city hall must 
have been impressed with the character of those men who 
were introduced as builders of Santa Ana and Orange 
county. Browned from a long life in the outdoors, plainly 
dressed, and a little uneasy as they sat in the spotlight 
with so much attention focused upon them, these men 
who built appeared in great contrast to the parasites of 
the cities. 

There was a sturdy atmosphere about it all. There 
was much tradition in evidence. There was the son of 
the founder of Santa Ana. He placed the copper box 
containing Santa Ana newspapers and other historical 
documents. There were others who had come when the 
city was a mere village, surrounded by mustard fields. 
They worked hard and stayed here, and now they are 
beginning tf> see the fruition of their labor. 

The platform yesterday was fringed with boys and 
girls. Those who were old enough got a lesson. They 
learned that men who work and live clean lives have the 
respect of the community and such rewards as it holds, 
which, in Orange county, are without number. The cor¬ 
nerstone they laid for their own lives was as strong as 
the cornerstone they saw placed yesterday. 

WALTER WILLIAMS’ CREED 

S IGNIFICANCE of various news items in the press often 
fail to impress many readers because of the absence 
of background, so to speak, explaining their importance. 

One such item in yesterday’s newspapers easily could 
have fallen into this category. It chronicled the death in 
Columbia. Mo., of Walter Williams, founder of the school 
of journalism of the University of Missouri and later j 
president of the same institution. 

No doubt the average reader would be tempted to ask, 
“What was significant about that?” 

To that question there is a response in which news¬ 
papermen the world over can unite without equivocation: 

“The newspaper of today is what it is because men like ' 
Walter Williams spent their lives inculcating high ideals , 
into the practice of journalism.” 

Walter Williams was an idealist of the highest type. 

Men and women whom he sent out into the newspaper 
world from the school of journalism he headed have car- [ 
ried those ideals into various newspapers of the nation— j 
and of the world.
